A correspondent desires to 'know the 


origin of the boycotting system which is 
carried on to a large extent in some cities 
by the Kn'gbts of Labor. It ia of Irish 
origin, and is simply this: Captain Boy- 
cott was an Irishman, and five or six 
years ago his political opinions wore 
obnoxious to his neighbors— ho being an 
Oraueeman—and they resolved upon a 
sjetem of non intercourse 
with him 


Nobody wuuld buy from and sell to him' 
Laborers refused to dig his potatoes or 
husband his grain. 
Storekeepers dare 


not_so much as to sell to him the food 
necessary for the support ot himself and 
family. 
His fields remained unfilled 


and uncarod for, lite thereabouts became 
to him impossible, and he soon found his 
departure H necessity. 
The new and 


peculiar treatment 
he received 
was 


deemed, by those who administered it, eo 
pronounced a success that they jailed it 
by his namo, and now the use ot tho 
word "boycotting" is co-extensive with 
the language. The thing it represents 
hits since then boon turned to many uses, 
until lately it has reached tho strange de- 
nouement iu Ireland, that tho people 
ot whole parishes havo refused to attend 
nhurchea in. which boycotted individuals 
have chosen to worship God. 
The 


principle is a tad one as it tends to pull 
down trades aud professions and destroy 
the business that supports a man and his 
family. 


The best answer to the boycotting 


scheme that has yet been made is that 
by the farmers ot Texas who mot in a oonl 
veution the other day an-1 unanimously 
adopted tho following resolutions: 


WHEREAS, The idea prevails in this 


section of country that there is a concert 
of action between the two orders [the 
Farmers' AUianca and Knights of La- 
bor]; 


lieaohed. That we denounce bycotting 


as detrimental to the financial, moral aud 
political interests of all classes; that we 
declare our plans and purposes are as 
distinct from those of 
the Knights of 


labor as light from darkness. 


Jtesotaed, That we deem the state ot 


affairs in our country in a deplorable 
condition; 


Resolved, That while it is the privilege 


of all men to organize for their mutn«l 
benefit and protection, with tho intent to 
elevate themselves morally, financially 
and socially, yet wo believe acts or vio- 
lence, as shown by tho Knights ot Labor 
in the present striko, detrimental to their 
own interest aud to the interest ot the 
people at large, and must eventually 
bring about a state ot atFiurs worue than 
tii«y seek to remedy. 


jKetoltett. That wo do not believe in 


boycotting, believing it to bo an unjust 


Wdapon. Our aim is to act with justice, 
honor aud chanty to ill. 


Hcnoloei.1, Tbat it is not our aim or de- 


sire to pull down any trade or profession, 
but strive for the upbuilding of all.

When docs oldcgebegin? At forty-five,
